To the Superior Court ot said County: — 

The petition of J. McF. Gaston, George 
Brown, Ephraim Smith, Joseph H. Green 
and B. H. Holt, of said County and State, 
respectfully shows: 

! 1. That they desire for themselves, their 
associates and successors to be incorporated 
under the style and name of The Southern 
Medical Training School. 

2. The time for which they ask to be in- 
corporated is twenty years, with the privil- 
ege of renewal at the expiration thereof. 

3. The object of said incorporation is to 
establish, maintain and conduct an institu- 
tion to promote Education, Charity and the 
Christian Religion, to educate physicians and 
surgeons and prepare them for medical treat- 
ment of diseases of all kinds and to fit and 
prepare medical missionaries for home and 
foreign missionary work. 

4. The purpose of establishing and main- 
taining said institution is not for pecuniary 
gain to its members, but is charitable and 
eleemosynary and therefore said corporation 
will have no capital stock. They desire the 
right to receive and educate students free un- 
der rules of said institution regulating same, 



and they also desire and ask the right to re- 
ceive students and pupils and to charge there- 
for and receive therefrom such reasonable 
! -compensation as may be fixed by rules of the 
I institution, or agreed upon, all of whom ma> 
be graduated with the degree of Doctor of 
Medicine and have all the rights and privil- 
eges of doctors of medicine; to educate, tit. 
train and prepare persons, male and female 
as physicians, surgeons and nurses to enter 
and work in missionary fields and to do such 
other things needful in the premises incident 
thereto to carry out the purposes of said 
institution, not contrary to law. 

5. That said institution may receive b; 
donations, gift, devise, bequest or otherwise 
lands, money or other property, real, persona 
and mixed, which may be given or otherwise 
acquired by said institution, and to hold, sel 
convey and otherwise manage or dispose oi 
same and likewise to purchase, build, lease 
rent, use and manage or dispose of all lands 
buildings, machinery and other equipment; 
necessary for the purpose of said corporation 
with power to borrow money, issue bonds and 
to giye mortgages to secure such bonds ot 
borrowed money, all of which, together vvitl 
all fees received, shall be used for educa- 
tional, religious and missionary purposes a> 
hereinbefore stated and for the maintenance 
and permanent endowment of said institu- 
tion. 



6. That said corporation shall have the 
power to make such rules and by-laws to gov- 
ern said institution as may be necessary, not 
repugnant to law, and especially for the elec- 
tion of trustees and officers to govern said in- 
institution and to provide for their succes- 
sors, and for the management of said institu- 
tion in all its departments and for the ap- 
pointment of executive and governing com- 
mittees and officers, and to regulate their du- 
ties and powers, to contract and be contracted 
with, to sue and be sued, plead and be im- 
pleaded, to use a common seal and do all need- 
ful acts and exercise all powers, privileges 
and immunities incident to such corporations 
under the laws of Georgia. 

7. That they desire the right to graduate 
and issue diplomas and certificates of grad- 
uation from said institution, according to 
law. 

S. That they may have the right to pro- 
ceed with the establishment and equipment 
of said institution, as soon as in the judg- 
ment of the above named incorporators, such 
organization and equipment are sufficient to

Gentlemen — 

In response to your request that I visit your City 
and give you any counsel and aid in my power in the furtherance 
of your x>lans in behalf of the cause of nodical Missions, I ar- 
rived here from New York on the night of the 16th, too late, 
however, to attenAd a meeting arranged to he held that night. 
The following morning I met the students of your college and 
some of the Trustees and Vacuity and on the evening of the 17th 
addressed an enthusiastic gathering at the Capitol Av. Baptist 
Church. 

On Sunday (18th) I addressed three meetings, i.e. Morning, 
Pirst Congregational Church; Afternoon, T. M. C. A. and in 
the Evening, Georgia Avenue Presbyterian Church. On the three 
days following I spoke in the Presbyterian Church, Decatur i 
the Tabernacle Baptist Church and the Associated RafornT Pres- 
byterian Church, this city. 

On Thursday and the twoTrdays following, by the kind in- 
vitation of Rjc/ Gov. Northern, I attended the Baptist Con- 
vention of Georgia, held in Macon, and was given a most cor- 
dial reoeption on the morning of Friday, the 24th, the entire 
audience standing. It has also been my privilege to oeme into 
touch with a number of persons interested In missions, and 
everywhere I have gone, and by all whom I have met, the same 
cordiality and interest in the oauss I an advocating have been 
shown me. 

It seamed to me wise that I should give you the benefit 
of my observations and conclusions in regard to the cause 
you have espoused, and at the same time venture to respeotfully 
offsr some suggestions as/xthey have ocourred to me. 

Pirst *• As to the actual need for a Medical Missionary 
Collsge, I may say that for the past ten years, because the 
medioal colleges would give no mmiiioaj we have tried to get 
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* oharter and College of our own, but have failed to do so, 
owing to the required possession of #500,000, and it is there- 
fore with great pleasure that we hail the movement you have in- 
augurated here. 

The faot that no Medical Missionary College exists in the 
United States today whioh is founded and gorg ed upon an in- 
terdenominational basis, sueh as yours, and that scores, yes, 
hundreds of young men and women are seeking suoh aid as you 
will now be able to give, not only Justifies, but demands 
yourimsevistanoe. 

Seoond: I have no question as to the success of suoh an 
institution, planned and operated upon an efficient and equi- 
table basis, so as to command the attention, respect and 
support of the Christian Public. 

Third: As to the question of an ample supply of students, 
I may state that for several years I have heard from an average 
of one hundred a year, and we have only been able to take aboul 
one tenth of these. Tou may rest assured that as soon as it 
becomes generally known that provision has at last been made 
for the medical education of missionaries whereby they can 
be trained -as easily in medicine, as to cost, as in Theology, 
many scores of young men and women will offer themselves, and 
you will have, perhaps, more than you can care for. 

Fourth '• As to the quality of the students likely to of- 
fer, I have been especially impressed with the high tone of 
intelligence, and deep earnest spirit, as evidenced in the 
bright, ready manner of all the young people whom 1 have met 
slnoe coming into your midst for the first time in my life, 
and I have constantly remarked upon the splendid material 
out of whioh to build medical missionaries. I have never seen 
better. 

Fifth t The question may arise as to your being able to 
obtain the funds necessary to establish and carry on this move- 
ment. 



In response to tie, there seems no room for doubt, aid 
for the following reasons: 

1st: The South, and especially the City of Atlanta, la 
enjoying a wave of prosperity suoh is it has n*rer known be- 
fore. 

2nd: ith t is progress ;nd prosperity in material 
tings, there lUM also come among you a spirit of gratitude 
to God, md of sympathy toward those wo re less favored, 
and the spirit of missions his been shed abroad. This was 
very distinctly manifest it the Baptist Convention in Macon 
by the earnest words spoken in behalf of Earth's suffering

Having set these things in order for j ur consideration, 

permit me to n ke known some thoughts nd suggestions u 

to how in my opinion this wort should be done. And ono .ord,

either a fellow graduate U.D. or a trained nuree. 

Any idea of a mongrel .institution at whioh men oould and 
would tner as being poor, if pious, should not exist. 

All through the twenty fire years that we have been engaged 
in the aiding and training of men and wonen in New York, 
•thoroughness" has been our motto and our students hare been 
the -prise takers- at the colleges which they attended, and 
have also obtained, of ten by severe competition, hospital ap- 
pointments in one of the laregvhospitals in Hew York City; two 
such are now serving, Hearty two hundred of cur students have 
been sent out by the various Boards to the mission fields 
during these years. 

In addition to effloient medical training being provided, 
the students should be instructed in the scriptures and in *he 
mission history, and have some knowledge of the religionsand 
oustoms, also the diseases of the peoples among whom they may 
have to live and labor. And it would seem wise, at the very 
outset, that the religious basis of the institution should be 
clearly set forth, to insure the confidence and support of the 
Christian publio, and while making full allowance for the non- 
essential differences exisiting between the various denomina- 
tions, a statement of the things taught and "commonly believed 
among us" (Luke I) should be made dear and plain with no 
"unoertain sound" suoh as characterize* many of the theologi- 
oal senools of this day. 

This position will do more perhaps to command respect and 
obtain support than almost any other feature. 

People have a/right to know, before being asked to give of 
their means, or to give themselves to an institution, the 
basis upon whioh it standees* the things to be tatght therein 
whether the "Truth of God as taught by Christ^ or the ever 
changing "opinions of men". 

The following suggestions and proposed changes are respect- 
fully submitted:

As it may not beYalways, practicable to find the above 
eighteen or twenty-one men as suggested, the limit of rep-

resentation of any^denomination might be increased so as not 
to exceed one- third of the whole. 

I vottld further suggest the advisability of the Chair- 
man of the Board being a layman, rather than a minister or 
physician, as being more business-like. 

The College should have as its Executive officers, a pres- 
ident and a dean. 

The President giving his entire time to the College. 

A constitution, by-laws, and regulations for the admissions 
and guidance of students should be oarefully prepared at an 
early date. 

These matters, and any others, should be fully considered 
and decided upon at an e^rly date in the New Year, or sooner, 
and a fresh start made of the newly planned organisation by 
the election of any trustees or officers, etc., in January, ind 
the preparation and issuance of a concise st tement covering 
the institution^ its plans *nd urposes. 

One point more: In addition to the students being well in- 
structed medioally and religiously, provision should be made 
Tor their residence and boarding together, the advantages of 
" ich sill be obviouB, as binding them together in sympathy 
nd effort, economizing their time and affording fulier op- 
ortunitssea of knowing them. 
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The medioal Instruction to be given would be arranged for 
by the President and Dean, acting with the medical oornmitteei 
and any details can be left to them. At the same time, it 
should be understood that provision^ will oe made for teaching 
the seven major branohes- anatomy, physiology, chemistry, 
materia medioa, surgery, practice and obstetrics and anyrf 
minor ones, including also tropical diseases and climatology. 

While being ready to do all we can with the means at our 
disposal, be thej little or much, a great deal of suicesstfor 
otherwise will depend upon our available resources, and this 
thought should be urged upon all concerned. 

It would therefore seen? wise to plan somewhat largely, 
looking to a final issue, and to build as the means are fur- 
nished and the necessity arises. It wosSfr-seea-wiww to make 
final plans for the euueution and residence, with Hoard, of 
200 students. In order to do this, land should be secured suf- 
ficient to contain a central building. The College, and back of 
this a dining hall, also four domitory buildings, each to ac- 
comodate fifty, or, if room allowed, eight buildings might be 
put up one at a time eaoh to provide for twenty five occupants. 
These building* might be named as donors desired. 

Roughly speaking, I should judge thatnthe ultimate cost of 
these buildings would be about as t ollows *• 

College building and dining hall, $40,000 » four dormitortssr 
eaoh, #35,000 » the whole plant, with land, costing $£00,000. 
Tor this sum, or about #1,000 per oapita, residenoe and medi- 
cal oourse for 200 students would be provided in perpetuity. 
All evangelical denominations should be invited to oooperate 
in this movement, and to avail themselves of the advantages 
of such united effort. Tne scholarships thus provided at #1000 
each would belong to the various denominations founding them, 
with the understanding that the trustees of the college could 
utilise any unused scholarships eaoh year. $25.00 a year 
from eaoh student would provide for the expenses of teaohing 



and care of the college buildings. 

By careful provision the entire coat of hoarding night he 
met by the payment of #15.00 per month by each student, or 
*120.00 for the course of eight months. 

Tuition and resldenoe being tmm provided almost free, 
students should be able to provide for their own maintenance 
by monies already saved or earned during vacation, and be 
further aided by their own churches if needed. Some students 
may be employed in the lnstution, waiting at table, etc., 
and earn from $25 to $50 of their expenses.*.*^/ >>=-*-*- 

X would advocate that provision for only fifty be made at 
first, although I am firmly of the opinion that if this in- 
stitution is operated on suoh plans as 1 have outlined, it 
would likely have in the next decade not less than 200 students 
within its walls. 

The thing to do at the moment would be to try to sours the 
first #50,000 as suggested and meanwhile rent a building in 
which to house and teaoh about 20 or suoh number as may be 
coming to *»/~ f& T<^^f^o£. 

As to any further share that I may have in it, 1 will say 
that whether I remain in New York or come to your City and take 
hold of this work, you and it may be sure of any aid that I 
can render you, but as the members of your special committee 
appointed last week expressed a desire that I might oome and 
Join you in this work and have asked upon what terms I could 
do ,so, I would reply that if as a Board you wish me to oome 
I will gladly consent to do so upon the following basis; in 
thtef all -MMMJM : 

Jirst, that the religious basis is well established and 
subscribed to by the members of the Board, students being ac- 
cepted only upon said basis. 

Second, my Society work in New York ia suoh that I would 
have to return there i"or December, but could ooroe back to you 
with the New Year and remain four months, i.e., until May, 
giving my full time to the furtherance of this work, my family 
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not ooming with a* than. 

I stand ready to give you my services for these four month* 
at |50.00 a month and my travelling expenses, leaving my friend* 
in the North to oar* for my family. 

If, on or before the 1st of May, 1908, you wish me to become 
permanently settled in this work, we could consider terms. I 
shall, however, only be able to give you elfrht rrontha of each 
year as I am already due in Massachusetts at our Mountain Mis- 
sionary Rest during June, July, August and September, and 
my support during that time is assured. 

This, of couree, would relieve you of any care for me dur- 
ing the one third of the year, ,«hilo I would have the chance 
to rest and recuperate. It strikes me that the two things woul* 
fit nicely. 

Thanking you one and all, hut especially Dr. rtaaton, for 
your kind and cordiallhospitality, I rejoioe with you in what 
has been already done in laying the foundation^ of one of the 
noblest and grandest works that man could have in his heart , 
or could put hie hand to, and, wishing you abundant success, I 
am, dear brethren,

My youngest son I left in Mass. , so that thej 

will be only three of us instead of four to be provided for, in ac- 

cordance with resolution or April 25th at which I was elected.

Dr. and Mrs. Gaston have generously given the college the free use 

of three bed rooms, a dining room and kitchen, in which four student! 
besides myself and family can be provided for. In addition, two fri< 
have each offered rooini ng for two students, so that we have accommo- 
dation for eight students in all. The rooms at Dr. Gaston's were 
partly furnished, and with some furniture I sent, on from N. Y. and 
some since purchased amounting to about $50.00, we are well supplied. 
As to the number of students actually here or coming this year, we 
are somewhat disappointed. Having heard from over 100 prospective 
students we fully expected to have twenty or twenty-five come this 
year. As it is we have received definite applications from fourteen 
missionary students, of whom probably five or six will come this year 
In addition, there are two male students who have already been in at- 
tendance at the college as private students, and three young women 
in training for private nurses, making in all ten or twelve students 
for this session. If the number has been small, the quality of thos 
who have come is of the very highest. 

As to o\ir finances, the treasurer w±li inform you of our position 
financially, which will, I think, show an indebtedness to Oct. 1, r 
about $500.00 Allowing $100 for expenses for each of the three re-

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WHY SHOULD THE INTERNATIONAL MEDICAL MISSIONARY COLLEGE EXIST, 
AND WHY BE LOCATED IN ATLANTA, GA. 
###### 
1st. Because of the great need for medical aid and Gospel 
effort in non-Christian lands. There is one dootor to five hundred 
persona in the United States, and one medical missionary to two 
milliona in mission lands. In the entire world there are only 750 
Medical Missionaries to nearly 1,500,000,000. We have 2,000 to 
1,000,000; they have 1 to 2,000,000. Think of it! (See foot note.) 
2d. Because of the great value of medical agency: 

(a) In breaiing down prejudice and opening doors of wel- 

come to missionaries of the Gospel. 

(b) In caring for the health of the missionaries. 

(c) In largely providing support for the missionaries. 
3d. Because Christ "healed the sick" as well as "preached 

the Gospel," and sent out first twelve, and then seventy, to do the 
same. He also told about the Good Samaritan, and said "Go, and do 
thou likewise." 

4th. Because there is no other institution of its kind in 
existence, established on a co-operative basis and managed by members 
of various evangelical denominations. 

5th. Because the high rates charged by the ordinary 
medical colleges--over |1,000 in some cases--make medical study 
prohibitive to many noble men and women anxious to "help the helpless' ' 
whereas this College is able to provide a full medical course free of 
cost to its students, because its teachers serve gratuitously. 

It also provides for the boarding and residence of its 
students at a cost to them of only |125 for eight months. 
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6th. Because it not only train3 men but women also for b/ 
physicians and nurses, and women are almost as much needed as men, 
they can often go where men cannot enter. 

7th. Because it presents advantages over the ordinary me> 
ical college in various ways, among them, the following: 

(a) The officers, trustees, teachers and students being 
Christian men and women and having one common aim are in full sympat 
with each other. 

(b) Medical missionaries need instruction in various 
branches not taught in medical colleges, such as Dentistry, Pharmacog- 
nosy, Tropical Diseases, Native Medical practices and manners and 
customs of people to whom they are going. 

(c) They also need training in missionary effort no less thai 
in medical practice, and this they obtain in its combined form at the 
clinics of the college and its branch dispensaries. Thus, while doin 
medical mission work among the poor here, they learn how to do it in 
other lands. 

(d) By being taught in small classes, students are brought 
into closer touch with teachers, patients and all object lessons. 

(c) The various Mission Boards exercise great ca re in ap- 
pointing missionaries and are especially grateful for the fullest 
knowledge regarding candidates and this can best be obtained in such 
an institution. 

(f ) The trustees of the College need such knowle dge to 
guide them as to their re-acceptance of students, none being takan fo 
more than one year at a time. 

(g) B y students of various denominations living, studying 
and laboring together, their sympathies are broadened in preparation 
for work abroad. 

As to reasons "why this College should be located in the cit 
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of Atlanta," many might be adduced, among them the following: 

It was started in this city by Atlantans, i.e.: Br, Gaston 
and others; while the geographical and commercial center Atlanta oc- 
cupies, its altitude and healthful location, coupled with the spirit 
of enterprise of its people from a religious no less than a business 
stand point, might also be urged in favor of its location. 

The many costly churches in Atlanta witness to the religious 
spirit and generosity of its people and might well obtain for it the 
title of "The City of Fine Churches." 

Having thus generously provided for its needs at home, the 
Christian Church is now looking out toward "the ends of the earth," 
and, while listening to the command of its Divine Master, "Go ye into 
all the world" hears also the piteous plea of suffering millions-- 
suffering in body and soul--"Come over and help us." 

Because Atlanta has led the way in many good causes and large 
enterprises, the opportunity has come to this "Gate City of the South" 
to establish in its midst an institution bringing to itself from all 
over this and other lands, men and women to live and labor as mission- 
aries among its people and then go to to "the corners of the earth" 
and thus extend the influence of what may well be characterized as 
"No mean city," in that its sympathies are not confined to itself but 
only limited by the circumference of the globe. 

In further proof of the need for such an institution, it may 
be stated that during the present year over one hundred young men and 
women have written from nearly every state, Canada and Great Britain 
and non-raedi c al missionaries now serving in Africa, India, Japan and 
the West Indies, have expressed their desire to oome to the College to 
study medicine ere they return to their fields. 

What i s now proposed is to raise $100,000 by means of 
scholarships on a co-operative basis, costing $1,000 each, for the use 
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of the denomination for which they are given,, and named after miss 
aries, or, as donors wish. 

Provision will thus be made for one hundred students for 
residence and instruction. A central college building and two dorn 
tories, one for each sex, each costing $25,000, and allowing $25, 0( 
for cost of land and furnishing and equipment of buildings, will pr 
vide the necessary accommodation. 

Two scholarships have been started, one to the memory of 
Dr. W. R. Summers, who died on the farther side of the Congo in 188t 
and the other to Samuel N. Lapsley, who followed him in 1891 and die 
there in 1894. 

The College has been legally chartered and is located in 
rented premises at 104 Edgewood Avenue. It is now in full operatic 
with ten students and a Medical Faculty. 

The sum of $1,000 is needed at once, nearly one-half of 
which has been secured, to further equip the class rooms, etc., anc 
proceed with the work while funds are being raised for buildings. 

There are twenty-one trustees representing seven Evangel 
denominations. Of these, one-third are ministers; one-third physic 
and one-third business men and lawyers. Ex-Governor ff. J. Northen 
Chairman of the Board, H. A. Etheridge, Secretary, and A. W. Farlin, 
Treasurer. 

Dr. J. McFadden Gaston is Dean of the College, the Presid 
being the writer of the foregoing statement, Dr. George D. Dowkont 
who has been engaged in medical mission work over thirty years, the 
last twenty-five in New York City, training medical missionaries ai 
has now come to Atlanta to forward this enterprise.

Nurses Sent Out Were Ca- 
pable of Duties Required 
At Low Price. 



"The International Medical Mission- 
ary College is doing nothing in disre- 
gard of the ethics of the medical pro- 
fession, and I can not see any good 
reason why any person, particularly a 
minister, should attack Its methods or 
question its usefulness." 

This is the statement of Dr. George 
D. Dowknott, president of the college, 
•whose methods were attacked by Dp. 
Len G. Broughton at the last meeting 
of the Atlanta Baptist ministers, and 
with which Institution Dr. W. W. Lan- 
drum stated that he would have noth- 
ing further to do. 

"I was placed in a very peculiar po- 
sition at this meeting," he continued. 
"I had been invited by the ministers to 
address them on the subject of the In- 
ternational Medical Missionary College 
and Training School for Nurses. I had 
been indorsed by Dr. Millard, the chair- 
man of the ministers' meeting; by 
Governor Northen and others. 

"In response to this invitation, I told 
the ministers of the history of the in- 
stitution, of its purposes, its needs, and 
its usefulness. After I had spoken, Dr. 
Landrum said he would not ask his 
congregation to contribute to it because 
he did not see its need and usefulness.

REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT FOR THE YEAR 1906. 
Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen :- 

As you are aware, I spent the first four 
months of the past year in Atlanta at your invitation seeking to develop 
and further the interests of this institution. During those months meet- 
ings were addressed, the great Students Missionary Conference in Nash- 
ville attended, and other opportunities embraced. A large quantity of 
literature was prepared by me and sent out to ministers and others, 
and communications to 1000 Y M c A,s and 250 religious journals, one 
result being that during the year nearly one hundred and twenty young 
men and women were heard from with reference to prospective medical 
missions. A large majority of these are still in college and will not 
be able to take up medical missionar y study for two or three years, 
but desire to plan their future ahead, some have already filled out 
their papers fully, be^-n indorsed by their ministers and friends, and 
been accepted by the committee on Students for next fall. 

In accordance with your electing me to the presidency of your college 
at your meeting in April, I returned to Atlanta Sept. 28th to remain 
till the end of May next, at which time my term will expire. During 
the past year we have enrolled ten students, -five men and five women. 

Four of the women are student nurses, the other six students taking 
the full medical course. Of the ten students, threa young men and one 
young woman are medical missionaries. All of the students are earnest 
workers, and all indorsed by their pastors and friends as church members 
in good standing, and all have been accepted by the committee on Students, 

From present indications there will be at least ten medical missionary 

students ready to come to us in the fall. What is now needed is to secure; 

the necessary funds to adequately care for and train them. As I pointed 

out at our meeting in October, we are weak financially, and need to be 

strengthened tht^re. With a view to this, I prepared a circular which 

was approved by the executive committee, and had three hundred copies 

printed and issued. In a recent issue of the Atlanta Georgian an ex- 
editorial 
cellent notice was inserted by the editor in response to my request. 

A hearty letter of endorsement was drawn up and addressed to the Baptis 

pastors, signed by Gov. Northen, H. A. Etheridge and Dr. Millard 



This letter was read to the Monday meeting of the ministers by Dr. 
Millard on Jan 20th, and I presented the subject of the college to them 
on Monday, Feb 4th with the result stated in my special report to you 
on Feb 7th and further articles in the press as recorded in the minutes. 

In these ways and others I have sought to enlist the interest of the 
good people here in our work, but the response comes but slowly, one 
cause for which was brought to light at the meeting on the 4th. In the 
meantime, of course expenses have gone on that had to be met, and I 
have expended every dollar I possessed in this way. I have obtained 
$280.00 from the North and from our friends, the Society in New York, 
and I expect $50.00 more, making in all $330.00. My salary for seven 
months from 1st of June amounts to $350.00 of which I have secured $330.08 
from the north. 

As far as our expenditures for the past year are concerned I would 
point out for our encouragement that when some promised donations have 
been realized we will be able to meet all the expenses of 1906, amounting 
to about $1400.00. The deficit beyond this amount really represents the 
amount taken over from the former-named school. With regard to my persona 
expenses, I would report that the cost of boarding for my wife, daughter 
and self is $98.43 for three months, Oct. Nov and Dec, a little less 
than $33.00 a month. I further paid out on furniture etc $56.20. These 
amounts, with l 1/2 months salary to Dec 31 ($75.00) make a total of 
$229.63 now due to me. Of this sura I will get $50.00 and give $25.00, 
so providing for said $75.00 salary. The balance 1 shall be glad to get 
when available. 

The question now to be considered is, what can be done to further this 
cause and more firmly establish it? In response I suggest that our board 
of trustees be be carefully organized or re-organized ae may appear de- 
sirable. Vacancies occur at this time in each of the three classes 
of our membership and a filling of these, especially on the finance 
committee, should not be proceeded with hurriedly. I would suggest that 
the executive committee be appointed a nominati ng committee to name 
men to fill vacancies in the board and report to the board as soon as 
they may be ready to do so. Then let the finance committee confer as to 
the best means to adopt to secure the needed funds, and the ministers 
upon the board confer and act alsi; while the medical committee seek to 
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add suitable physicians to the teaching staff. 

in view of the events of the past week, including the adverse criti- 
cism spoken and published, although amply answered and refuted, we have 
arrived at a most important crisis in our history as an institution, and 
following upon our re- organization, we must see to it that thoroughness 
marks our every detail. In order to this, we must have money. Situated 
as we are, we are certainly unable in some ways to do the best work, al- 
though we have done and are doing the best we can with the means at our 
disposal. Having re-organized our board in the way suggested with 
some men of means carefully selected and pledged to active co-operation, 
we might issue over the names of these 21 men the statement I prepared 
in November, or any modification of same that may seem wise. Having so 
done, backing it by our prayers and activities, we shall have done all 
in our power, and can but await the result. The adverse criticisms 
made of our college have but opened the door to a wider knowledge of 
the work we are trying to do and securing the help we need to establish 
it. I recall the words of Shakspeare: "There is a tide in the affairs of 
men, which, taken at the flood, leads on to fortune", and we may avail 
ourselves of the adverse wave intended to swamp us and mount upon it to 
desired success. That such may be the case is the desire of

Report of the President to the Board of Trustees presented I at 
nesting held on above date. 
Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen: 

It appears desirable at this tine that I should place A4*«. 
■ji^the following facts. 

As you are aware I was elected President of the college for 
one year from June 1, 1906 at a salary of $50 a month, with board for 
self and family during eight months of the year. 

I have been in Atlanta since Sept. 28th endeavoring in va- 
rious ways to build up the institution, but regret to report up to 
this date I have not been able to secure the necessary funds, or co- 
operation of pastors and others to obtain them. 

Several things have contributed to this result, among them 
being 

First: A lack of general interest in the cause of Medical 
Missions, and at times an expressed opinion from leading pastors that 
they did not see the need for such an institution, as stated by the 
Kev. Dr. Landram, the former president of this college. 

Second: A spirit of distinct antagonism on the part ofi some 
physicians and others, because of former relationships with promoters 
of this movement, or for other reasons, as in the case of/fev. JJT 
Brought on. 

Third: The coming into existance of the Atlanta School of 
Medicine? after this college was founded, and its draft upon the 
teachmg force of physicians, making it impassible to secure able 
teachers; and further, by the opening of its doors freely or nearly so 
to missionaries. 

Fourth: The strenous efforts being made in the community to 
raise funds, to build the Baptist Tabernacle and the Presbyterian 
Hospital, both undertakings drawing heavily upon the people from whom 
we had reason to expect support for this undertaking. 

These, and possible other causes, have prevented our being 
able to secure the necessary funds to place the college or an efficient 
ana satisfactory basis, so that we cannot retain the students we have 
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nor induce others to come. 

Further we find ourselves in debt, which is daily increasing. 
The treasurer win report to you our financial standing in 
detail, and I will content myself by simply referring to some points 
in that connection. 

Outside of any thing due to me personally, I believe we owe 
to April 1st from $500 to $550, about as follows: Rents $150, print- 
ing $150, advertising $130, plumbing etc $80, Total $500. 

It is but just to add that about $400 indebtedness was left 
over from 1905. At a meeting held last April some pledges were made, 
only part off which have been realized, leaving about $200 due, which 
if paid in, would bring the general deficit down to $300. 

With regard to myself personally, I would explain that in 
Sept. last, after paying the fare of my wife, daughter and self from 
Mew York, amounting to about $75, I had $75 left, which was all that 
I possessed, after 50 years of Medical Mission Service. This amount 
was soon expended in providing furniture and other necessary things 
for our use, and in behalf of the college. 

Since I arrived in Atlanta, I have not received a single 
dollar of money raised, in the (South, either for food or salary, so 
that the general indebtedness referred to, is not due to my presence 
in Atlanta. I have drawn salary for the seven months of 1906 to Dec. 
31st, amounting to $350, of which sum I obtained $305 from friends or 
my society in New York; and gave $25 myself, leaving $20 as from 

Atlanta, but I have paid out more than twice this sum on furniture, 

re 
postage, etc which lias not vet been 'oaid to me. 

During the past six months, my family and myself have had 
the use of rooms at Dr. Raston's residence, and have there made home 
for Mr. Leach and Miss Chute, two Medical Missionary students. By Mrs 
Dowfcontt doing the housekeeping, cooking, etc. the expense of boarding 
for myself and family has averaged $3? a month, including gas, coal, 
laundry and any necessary help, or $200 for six months, beyond what 
the students paid in for their board.
